The season is rapidly approaching 
When the man with the gun goes forth 
fosheot, Itis therefore timely that 
attention should be directed to the 
fact that a new game law was passed 
‘iy the last legislature and that the 
police should be called upon to en- 
foree the law most rigidly. 

‘To begin with, it should be known 
to all persons that the new law makes 
it unlawful for ANY PERSON whoni 
miever, Lo shoot or shoot atany kind 
of game or game bird without first 
proeuring a license. Such licenses 
will be issued to residents of the pro- 
vite by agents duly anthorized by 
the minister of agriculture and a fee 
of $2.50 will be charged. Non resi- 
dents will be charged a fee of 
825 fora general license, $15 for 
i bird dicense or $10 for a trapper's 
license,
